they exchange the people now 
held in the embassy for the 
CIA's files on its operations 
in Iran was not acceptable,” 
Agee said. 

“Although the idea had mer- 
its, they said, they would con- 
tinue to insist on the return of 
the shaw as the only solution to 
the crisis.” 


Agee, 45, first caused a stir 
in the United States in 1974 
with the publication of his book 
“Inside the Company — A CIA 
Diary” in which he identified 
agents by name and gave de- 
tailed description of intelli- 
gence operations.
